statement he will reply categorically 
to Hie charges.

the Parr charges is that, the official 
\vlio can prove himself the original 
discoverer of tlie frauds may be in 
lino foi n handsome reward.

Was Conjectured Unfortunate Men 
Might Have Crawled For Safety— 
At Least a Thousand Orphans and 
Two Hundred Widows as Result of 
Disaster In Illinois Town 


Cherry, Ills., Nov. in.—The throa 


hundred or more miners who were en- 
tombed In tho St. Paul coal mine by 
last Saturday's fire are dead. 
Some 


of the bodies lio burled beneath thou*- 
sands of tons or earth, which advert 
in upon them, 
and it 
Is 
Soubtful 


whether many of the bodies can ever 
be recovered. 


This was the 
opinion 
expressed 


when rescue work was temporarily 
abandoned. Fires in the mine, which 
broke out with renewed energy yes- 
terday, made further descents by res- 
cuers impossible. 


Fans, employed In an effort to carry 


fresh air and life down to tho im- 
prisoned men, served only to enliven 
some 
embers 
which 
sprang 
Into 


flames. 
Soon tbe beat and smoke 


became so dense that it was neces- 
sary again to seal the mouth of the 
hoisting shaft, and the men down 
there, whatever their condition, are 
locked In as effectively as in a dun- 
geon . 


Whether attempts to take out the 


bodies will he made today depends on 
tho condition of the internal fire. 
It 


Is possible that carbonic acid gas will 
be forced to the bottom of the mine 
to choke the liames. 


It is said that 300 coffins have been 


ordered. 
Meantime 
several 
score 


nurses who were rushed here look 
forward to no proHpcct of heroic work 
in rescuing injured men. 
It is be- 


lieved that no one will be brought out 
of the mine alive. 


Hope arose and fell frequently yes- 


terday. 
Before tbe fire 
broke 
out 


again rescuers descended four, times 
into the shaft. On one occasion they 
went down 300 feet to the bottom of 
the hoisting shaft. 
Then groping 


their way with electric lamps and 
kept alive by oxygen carried 
with 


them, they penetrated 1 BO feet into 
the bottom gallery. 
But none of the 


miners, either dead or alive, were 
found. 


It is conjectured the miners crawled 


for safely into tbe recesses remotest 
from the fire, hut to those parts tho 
rescuers were unable (o go without re- 
ascending. 
Before they 
could 
re- 


descend the fire had broken out again. 


As a result of tho disaster thorn 


are In this town of only a few hun- 
dred Inhabitants at least 1000 orphans 
and 200 widows. These are the fig- 
ures of Duncan McDonald, president 
of District No. 12, United Mine Work- 
ers, who instituted fi rollcall of the 
families of the entombed miners. 


President Earling of the Chicago, 


Milwaukee and St. Paul railroad, (ie- 
clined lo say more than that tho mine 
is too his anil has too many ramifica- 
tions to ho filled with smoke yet. Be- 
sides, Ihe smoke is not carried down- 
ward by the air currents and every 
man may be alive now.

miners will exceed ;tOO.
